Deposits on reservations in the home pending admittance should be accepted 
only on the basis of the annual turnover in population, The practice of accepting 
deposits from prospective applicants in large numbers is not encouraged where va~ 
cancies do not exist and where the probability of accommodating all applicants in one 
year's time is remote. When a deposit is accepted from a prospective applicant for 


future admission, the dépositor should receive; in writing, the assurance that the 


home will guarantee admission within a specified time limit, In the event the de- 
posit is accepted without such designation, there shall be no penalty assessed by the 














home if the depositor requests a refund against the original deposit and/or any sub 
sequent payments. A depositor may bé penalized only when he has arranged to take

"Sale" of Rooms 


Institutions giving life care should avoid "selling" a particular room to 


an aged resident as reasons of health or safety may make it inadvisable for him to 


‘occupy the room, A prolonged illness where hospitalization is necessary would result

Agreements for life care, or for care for a period of more than one year, 
which are subject to a certificate of authority include those providing for termina- 
tion at will by one party without the consent of the other. An agreement which

Interpretation and administration of the rules, regulations and standards 
regarding life care contracts is the responsibility of the SDSW.

Homes permitting voluntary withdrawal of aged residents having life care 
contracts should not charge exorbitant rates for care in arriving at the net amount 
to be refunded, in order to avoid working g hardship on the aged person in making 
other suitable provision for his care, The charge for care should be based on the 
average per capita cost of the home for the period elapsed, 


XIV-600 REFUND PENALTIES ON DEPOSITS TO SECURE RESERVATIONS FOR LIFE CARE XIV-:. 


Deposits on reservations in the home pending admittance should be accepted 
only on the basis of the annual turnover in population, The practice of accepting 
deposits from prospective applicants inlarge numbers is not encouraged where vacan— 
cies do not exist and where the probability of accommodating all applicants in one 
year's time’ is remote. When a deposit is accepted from a prospective applicant for 
future admission, the depositor should receive, in writing, the assurance that the. 
home will guarantee admission within aspecified time limit, In the event the de- 
posit is accepted without such designation, there shall be no penalty assessed by 
the home if the depositor requests a refund against the original deposit and/or 
any subsequent payments, A depositor may be penalized only when he has arranged to

Boarding homes giving life care should avoid "selling" a particular room

When it appears to the SDSW that the current assets available or becoming 
available during the year for which the certificate of authority is to be granted 
will not be sufficient to meet demands for the payment of obligations incurred, the 
SDSW will require a financial plan from the contractor, setting forth estimated 
income and outgo of cash.

XIV-500 PROBATIONARY PERIOD =} _-XIV=500 


Any agreement between an aged person and a boarding home operator to - 
furnish life care to the aged person should be on the basis of a probationary-+:: 
period of several months’ duration, during which time either the home or the-aged 
person may cancel the agreement. The probationary period is of benefit to both .. 
the aged person and the boarding home as it allows time for the aged person to decide 
on the basis of actual experience in the home whether or not he wishes to remain 
for the rest of his life and also allows the home to determine whether the individu- 
al is acceptable as a member of the group and capable of adjusting to boarding home 
life. 


In regard to financial agreements, it is presumed that no life care 
contract is in force until completion of the probationary period, regardless of -.. 
whether an agreement has been entered into at the time of entrance or during the 
period of probation. Therefore, if an aged resident dies during.his period of 
probation, the value of property transferred to the home, less.a reasonable charge 
for board and care and/or other properly chargeable expenditures shall be refunded 
to the estate of the probationer. If securities were transferred, the-market 
value as of the time of the transfer would be the value considered, unless they 
had been converted into cash, in which case the amount of cash thus received should 
be the basis of the refund. If real property was transferred, the appraised value

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Day Nurseries and Nursery Schools: 


A day nursery for children is a private institution which provides care during 
the day time only for eleven or more children, or which is so organized or 
administered that its service is essentially institutional in character regard- 
less of the number of children cared for. 


The State Department of Social Welfare has licensing responsibility for the 
private nursery school facility operated for a limited number of hours, whose 
program is primarily educational. 


Day Nurseries and Foster Family Day Care Homes: 


The State Department of Social Welfare has differentiated between day nurseries 
and foster family day care homes on the basis of numbers, as well as organiza- 
tion. A nursery which cares for eleven or more children under sixteen years 

of age is considered a day nursery. A day care home where ten or fewer children 
are cared for is considered a foster family day care home, unless a formalized 
educational program is conducted. Where a day care facility is organized on 

a formal basis and is administered by a governing board, it is considered to 

be a day nursery (institutional in character). Foster family day care homes 

are subject to license but are governed by different requirements. 


Private Schools: 


Private day or boarding schools for children under sixteen years of age require 
a license from the State Department of Social Welfare with the exception of 

a private school conducted by an established religious organization, However, 
private schools conducted by an established religious organization for children 
under four years and six months of age (the age at which children may be ad~ 
mitted to public kindergarten) require a license from the State Department of 
Social Welfare.

The facts in the individual case shall 
be given consideration. The following expense items are among those which should 
be considered when applicable: ‘axes, assessments, interest, water, seed, the 
cost of spraying, pruMing, and other cultivation costs, food, wages, cost of 
necessary repair and minor replacement of equipment, etc. 


Certain expenses such as taxes, assessments, etc., are determinable on 
an annual basis. It is recommended that such expenses be allowed on the basis 
of a fiscal period terminating prior to the receipt of the income. When the crop 
is such that the income is received semi-annually or at more frequent intervals 
the proportionate share of the annual expenses may be considered together with 
other expenses which is attributable to the production of the particular crop or 
product.

The first $15 of this amount is allocable to the resi- 
piento From $45 deduct $15 leaving $30 expense attributable to the roomerse Since 
this expense excesds the gross income from the roomers, there is no income to be deduc- 
ted in determining the granto 


2. When a couple, either or both of whom receive aid, rent a house in 
which rooms are sublet, the net income shall be computed as in the 
foregoing, except that income from the roomers shall be applied 
toward that portion of the total expense which exceeds $30 rather 
than $15. ; 


3. When a recipient sublets a portion of a rented house and the sum of 
the house rent and total cost of utilities, replacements, etc., is 
#15 or less (double the amount in the case of a couple), the net 
income from the roomers after deducting their share of the estimated 
cost of utilities represents income to the recipient (one-half this 
amount in the case of a couple). 


Example: A single recipient rents a house for $11 and sublets one room for $6. The total 
sost of utilities, replacements,éetco, is $3.

Allotments from inmates of penal institutions as provided in Secs. 2763 
and 2780 of the Pen. C. shall be considered as income in the month received and 
adjustment of the grant msae according to the policy of the respective category 
of aid. 


Sec. 2763 of the Pen. C. requires that the State Department of Public 
Works shall pay the dependents on OAS, ANB, APSB, or ANC of an inmate employed in 
a State prison road camp, a monthly sum from the net credit to each inmate's ac— 
count as provided below. The amount paid shall be that which the State Depart- 
ment of Public Works estimates will equal, but not exceed, two-thirds of his 
total credit during the period of his employment. Immediately prior to, or upon 
the termination of, the employment of any inmate for any reason, any additional 
payment necessary to bring the total amounts paid to such dependents up to two- 
thirds of the inmate's net credits shall be made. No payment shall be made to 
dependents until there is a net credit to the inmate's account of at least $25. 
No payment shall be made to dependents which will reduce the net credit below 
the sum of $25. When an inmate's dependents are not receiving aid the inmate 
may voluntarily designate the persons to receive his allotment. 


Under the provisions of Sec. 2780 of the Pen.C., the Divisionsof Forestry, 
Parks, and Fish and Game of the Department of Natural Resources and the 
Division of State Lands in the Department of Finance may use inmates of State 
penal institutions in camps. Federal officials may also use inmates of State 
penal institutions to perform necessary and proper work in national forests and 
parks. 


When inmates are paid for their labor under Sec. 2780 of the Pen. C., 
the Prison Board shall monthly pay two-thirds of the net credit to each inmate's 
account, to those dependents who are receiving OAS, ANB, APSB, or ANC. When the 
dependents are not receiving one of these forms of aid such inmate may, by sign- 
ing a written order, direct the Prison Board to pay an amount, not exceeding two- 
thirds of his net credit to such dependents as he designates, according to Pen. 
C., Sec. 278). It further provides that when an inmate is discharged, while at 
a camp, all sums due him shall be paid upon release. When an inmate is returned 
to a penal institution or released on parole, his net credits shall be paid to 
the warden of his penal institution and by him paid to the inmate, as prescribed 
by the Prison Board. 


The California Institution for Men at Chino is the only penal institutim 
which has a forestry camp at present. Pending establishment of other camps, 
Folsom, San Quentin and the road camps connected with these institutions are 
_ assigning inmates to combat fires in emergencies on a day to day basis.

The value placed upon rent, utilities, food or other items of support 
contributed in kind to an applicant may not be in excess of an amount which will 
permit the recipient to meet his other needg such as incidentals, transportation, 
etc. Due consideration shall be given to the value of items of need which are 
contributed in kind. However, the value placed upon free rent and utilities 
shall not exceed $15 a month. The value placed on free food shall not exceed the 
current OAS budget figure for that item reduced to the lowest whole dollar. When 
free room and board are provided the value shall be the sum of the values placed 
upon free food and free rent and utilities.

EXPLANATION OF ITEMS OF NEED IN BUDGET SCHEDULE

with a household group. The larger amount represents the food allow- 
ance when all meals are purchased in restaurants. Ifa physician 
a8 recommended a special diet and the cost is determined to be in 
xcess of the amount allowed for food in the Budget Schedule, the 
excess is considered a "Special Need." (See Sec. 155-50, for infor- 
mation regarding special diets.) 


When a recipient pays a stipulated amount for board, or pays for 
board and room, the amount of this item of need is the amount as 
paid. 


2. ‘Housing 
A specific amount for the housing item is not set. Allowance is 
made on the basis of the recipient's living arrangement. 


(a) If the recipient pays rent, his housing need is the amount paid 
for rent. If two or more persons share the same quarters, the 
recipient's prorated share is his housing need. 


(bo) If the recipient receives free rent, the estimated value of 
such free housing, as determined by the county, represents the 
amount of housing need. While due regard may be given to the 
actual value of such housing, the evaluation shall take into 
consideration the worth of the housing to one who has only lim- 

ited funds available for his needs.

The state and federal laws envision a program which provides grants for 
assistance and services to needy children. It is the purpose of this 
program to assure children in all counties of the state opportunity for 
growing up in a setting of their own family relationships, if possible, 
and to enable parents to continue responsibility for the family living 
plan to which each child belongs, When it is no longer possible for a 
child to live with his own family group, the best possible substitute 
for his own home must be found. This may be the home of a relative, a 
boarding home, or a private institution.

3. Attendance at school during legal school age for every child who is 
capable of benefiting by formal education; vocational training, or 
an opportunity to obtain a higher education, when indicated.

OF NEED AND THE AMOUNT OF THE ASSISTANCE PAYMENT 
ANC 

A. LEGAL PROVISIONS 


1. Object and Purpose 


"It is the object and purpose of this chapter | the ANC law | to pro= 
vide aid for children whose dependency is caused by circumstances 
defined in Sections 1500 and 1501 and to keep children in their own 
homes wherever possible and to provide the best substitute for their 
own homes for those children who must be given foster care," (W&IC 1503) 
"The provisions of this chapter [ law | shall be liberally construed 
to effect its stated objects and purposes." (W&IC 1507) 


2. Authority for Standards of Care 


“Minimum standards of adequate care shall be determined by the rules 
and regulations of the SDSW, approved by the SSWB. The rules and 
regulations shall be distributed to the counties and shall be bind= 
ing upon them.” (W&IC 1511) 


Standard Setting for Boarding Homes, Private Institutions, etc. 


“No person, association, or corporation shall, without first having 
obtained a written license or permit therefor from the SDSW or from 
an inspection service approved or accredited by the department: (a) 
Maintain or conduct any institution, boarding home, day nursery, 
school other than a school conducted by an established religious 
organization, or other place for the reception, care, or education 
of children under 16 years of age, nor engage in the business of re- 
ceiving or caring for such children, nor receive nor care for any 
such child in the absence of its parents or guardian, either with or 
without compensation." (W&IC 1670) 


3. Establishment of Need 


The law throughout refers to a "needy" child and in referring to 
amounts to be paid reads "...or so much thereof as is necessary for 
the adequate care of the child..." Cash and securities not in ex- 
cess of $600 and real property of an assessed valuation, less all 
encumbrances of record, not in excess of $3,000 are exempted in de- 
termining need. Premiums paid on life insurance policies shall not 
be deemed income or resources of child or of his parent, whether or 
not the person by whom the premiums are paid is a responsible rela- 
tive of the child or of his parent, and no deduction therefor shall 
be made from the amount of aid granted. (W&IC 1511, 1520, 1521, and 1521.2) 


. Financial Participation in Assistance Payments 


Source of state funds for making assistance payments is as follows: 
"For each needy child qualifying for aid under the provisions of 
this chapter...the sum of $72 per month, or so much as is necessary , 
for the adequate care of the child, or if there is more than one ,

Exception: When the parent, stepparent, or caretaker is a recipient 
of OAS, ANB, or APSB, he shall not be included in the family 
budget unit. (See 158-40, B) 


The state will participate in the cost of essentials for the family bud- 
get unit to the extent provided in W&IC 1511. When the costof essentials 
for the family budget unit is in excess of the maximum for state partici- 
pation as provided in W&IC 1511, the county may supplement from county . 
funds. When the cost of essentials for the family budget unit exceeds 
the maximum for state participation, and the family budget unit includes 
needy parent, stepparent, other caretaker, or ineligible minors who are 
eligible for county assistance, the county shall at least provide county 
assistance to these individuals, in accord with general relief standards 
or the ANC standard. 


B. ANC COST SCHEDULE AND EFFECTIVE DATE OF NEW PRICINGS 


Counties shall use the money amounts for essential goods and services 
shown on the current Cost Schedule (Form Gen M5) for the county. The 
ANC Cost Schedule is priced and issued to each county at regular inter- 
vals. 


(See the Glossary for a detailed explanation of the basis and con- 
tent of the quality-quantity standard for the essential goods and 
services, The standard is priced regionally to establish the money 
amounts necessary to purchase these essentials in different parts of 
the state.) 


Effective Date of New Pricings 


Revisions due to new pricings shall be made effective not later than the 
first of the third month following the date of release, unless otherwise 
instructed by the SDSW or the SSWB. 


For example, if a revised ANC Cost Schedule is released to a county 
on March 21, the ANC family budgets shall be revised, effec- 
tive as soon as possible, but not later than June l.

Making available case work services which will help parents and 
their children to attain for themselves the highest possible moral« 
and security including the development and attainment of plans for 
eventual self support. Such case work services will enable families 
to obtain for themselves the maximum benefit from community resources 
for their health, education, recreation and general welfare. (WaIC 1560)

De ESSENTIAL ITEMS OF LIVING IN THE STANDARD OF CARE FOR CHILD WITH OWN

The following material sets forth the goods and services essential toa 
minimum adequate standard of living for children in families to receive 
ANC and the rules and regulations for computing the family budget. 


1, Food 


An amount, as given in the current Cost Schedule for the item of 
food shall be included for each individual in the family budget.

Cost of major replacements of household equipment such as a stove, beds, 
a washing machine, etc., shall be included in the budget when the article 
is needed for the continued functioning and well-being of the family.

Example: The old stove used by the family falls apart so that it is no longer usable or 
safe to use and a stove is needed for warmth or cooking; or the family may have to cone 
vert to a new type of heating. 


15. Special Needs 


Amounts for other special needs indicated in the individual case may be 
included in the budget. These needs may include commercial laundry ser- 
vice, salary and expenses of a home maker, or occasional or unusual goods 
or services that will contribute to the child's growth and development.

The terminology of the ANC law in referring to “needy child, the limi- 
tation on the amount of aid to "so much as is necessary for the adequate care of 
the child" (up to the maximum), the specific exemption of cash and securities to 
$600, and the exempting of payments on life insurance premiums as a resource, 
necessitates the setting forth by policy, rule, and regulation of the way need 
is determined. In order to establish the child's need in his setting, it is 
necessary to determine the total income and other resources available to him and 
to determine whether they are sufficient to meet the costs of the standard of 
care for the child as defined by the state, 


Income to be considered is that which is (1) actually available to the 
child or family; (2) predictable income received with sufficient regu- 
larity to enable the family to count on it for meeting essentials; (3) 
net income (the amount remaining after allowing for all normal items of 
expense in connection with its receipt); () current income is received 
in the current month or during the two months preceding the current 
month, Income may be in cash or it may be the value of goods received 
in kind which materially assists the family in meeting their essential 
needs. Regardless of the period over which the income is accrued, it 
shall be considered in the month received. 


The case record shall support the determination that the income is (1) 
available, (2) predictable, (3) net, and (i) current. The basis for the 
computation of net income shall be set forth clearly.

When the budget method is used, amounts for costs of food, clothing, per- 
sonal needs, education and incidentals, and recreation as set forth in 
the Cost Schedule shall be used. Amounts for insurance within the limi- 
tations set forth in Sec. 158-10, D, 5, shall be on an "as paid" basis. 
Transportation, medical and dental. care, and special necds may be in- 
cluded in amounts deemed necessary by the county.

The same considerations 
that apply to other types of income are applicable here--namely, whether 
actually available, whether predictable, whether net, and whether current, 


In determining the net money value of income in kind, the amount of goods 
on which a money value is placed is limited to that quantity included in 
the ANC standard, The unit costis that given in the latest pricing sum- 


mary. 
FE. Income from Rental Property 


Net income from real property is that income which is available after 
deducting taxes, interest, insurance, assessments, and upkeep. Taxes, 
assessments, interest, etc., are a matter of record and are deducted in 
the amount required. The amount to be deducted for upkeep and repairs 
of each unit of rental. property shall be determined in accordance with 
either of the following methods: 


1. Deduct the amount actually expended for upkeep and repairs for each 
unit, or 


2. Deduct 15% of the gross monthly rental value plus 4.17 a month for 


each unit. When this method is used, no additional allowance is made 
“to cover actual expenditures for upkeep and repair.

If the total expenses 
under "Ct is $20, $12 will be entered under "D'" as the prorated share of costs allocable to 
the Family Budget Unit. 


Under "E," enter the amount given on the Cost Schedule for the number of 
persons in the Family Budget Unit for education and incidentals and the 
cost for transportation, insurance, and such special items which are to 
be included.

Parents have legal responsibility to support their children. When the 
parent is not living in the home with the child and is not under court order to 
support, the county has the responsibility to determine the pecuniary ability of 
the parent to assist the child. When the parent is under the -court order’ to>con- 
tribute an amount for the child, the county shall accept the finding of the court 
as the determination. However, the existence of a court order is not evidence 
that the amount specified in the order is being contributed by the parent. The 
county shall verify by contact with the parent, if possible, the exact amount 
being contributed. If the county is unable to contact the parent, the statement 
of the probation officer, or other responsible agency, or the person to whom, or 
through whom, the money is paid, shall be accepted. 


The determination of the parent's ability to contribute to the child 
takes into consideration all aspects of the parent's financial circumstances (1) 
his living plan (whether maintaining a household, living on a board and room 
basis, paying rent and taking meals out, 6tc.), (2) his verified income (verifi- 
cation may be by review of pay stubs, other reliable documentary evidence, and 
does not necessitate contacting the employers in the majority of situations), 
and (3) all regular (monthly) expenditures necessary for maintenance. Such ex- 
penditures include: 


a. Essential living costs for food, shelter, clothing, etc. 


b. Costs of support and care of other dependents (wife, parents, chil- 
dren ) 


ce Legal obligations and contracts already incurred; debts accumulated 
' because of previous periods of unemployment; medical and dental bills 
or needs with special regard for any additional health problem; such

The securing of a signed responsible relatives’ statement (Form Bl 225) | . 
although not mandatory, is an acceptable method of determining the pecuniary 
ability of a responsible relative to assist the applicant or recipient. 


The granting of, or continued receipt of, aid shall not be contingent upon 
the filing of signed statements by responsible relatives or upon recovery of aid. 
Aid shall be granted to properly qualified persons regardless of whether they 
have relatives of proper degree of kinship who are able, though not willing, +o 
support or to contribute to the support of the person. 


Aid shall not be denied if the responsible relative fails to return his 
signed statement unless the investigation indicates: 


1. That the applicant or recipient is in receipt of contributions from 
responsible relatives in cash or in kind; 


2. That these meet the extent of his verified needs; and 


3. The responsible relatives are able and willing to continue such sup- 
port. 


When the initial inquiry and a thirty day follow-up request for a signed 
statement from a responsible relative brings no reply, or where it has been im- 
possible to communicate with a responsible relative by any method within a reasor 
able time and other investigation is completed, action shall be taken on the 
application. 


If the person receiving aid has within the State a spouse, parent, or 
adult child pecuniarily able to support such person but who is not supporting or 
contributing to the extent of his ability as determined by either of the above 
two methods, the county may request the district attorney or other civil legal 
officer of the county granting aid to proceed against such kindred in the order 
of their responsibility to support. Upon such demand, the district attorney or 
other legal officer may on behalf of the county maintain an action in the sweri- 
or court of the county granting aid against the relative.

When payments on debts which have been incurred by the parent appear 
excessive or for items which are non-essential or reflect an unrea~ 
sonadly high standard of living, the county has responsibility for 
discussing ways and means for possible adjustment to enable the par- 
ent to increase his contribution to his children.
